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AS YELLOW FLOOD 
SURGES AT LEVEE 


Nearly All the Women and 
Children Have Been Rush- 
ed Out of the City on Spe- 
cial Trains. 


STATE TROOPS CONTROL; 
EVERYBODY IS AT WORK 


Desperate Efforts Being Made 
to Hold Levee—Break in 
Railroad Levee Has Flood- 
ed the Drainage District. 


Cairo, Ill, April 1—Word came 
shortly before 6 o'clock tonight that a 
gap had gone out in the Big Four 
levee in the drainage district to the 
north. The opening is about fifteen 
feet long. The result that awaits the 
district is that it will fill to a depth 
varying from ten to twenty feet. The 
section has an area of about 7,000 acres 
and has many big manufacturing, maf) 
order and lumber distributing plants. 
The territory was flooded last year 
with a loss of about $7,000,000. The 
residents had plenty of warning and 
have abandoned their homes. The loss 
will be $1.000,000, it is said, and the 
greatest portion of this will fall on the 
industrial plants. 

It is predicted that the lowlands 
will be more than two days In filling 
if no further gaps are made in the 
levee, on which the Big Four railroad 
tracks are laid. The ratiway, of 
course, is out of commission. Cairo 
feels no alarm from this particular 
break, but what tomorrow may bring 
fs another story. 

Levee in Danger. 

The Ohlo is rising slowly 


and the 


‘levee protecting the city is endangered. 


The time that the crest of the flood 
will reach here has been predicted 
variously for tomorrow morning, to- 
morrow night and Thursday. 

A weak spot tIn the levee was found 
above Eighteenth street late this aft- 
ernoon. A troop train and passenger 
trains were held up for more than an 
hour while the place was bolstered 
with sand-bags. 

Dozers of carloads of sand and clay 
have been used today and it {s belleved 
the levee in front of the business dis- 
trict {s about as secure as it can be 
made. 

The city virtually Is under military 
rule tonight, Colonel. Moriarity, in 
charge, does not object to the friendly 
assistance of city and county authori- 
ties, but when decisions are to be made 
he is the one who makes them.

Business men acted as switchmen, 
leaded baggage, unloaded sand, clay 
and lumber, while clerks and other 
office employees handled shovels, 

Negroes were placed at work with 
hand.pumps to keep the streets clear 
of seepage water, which came under 
the concrete walls. The water rose in 
places to a depth of 6 inches.

GREAT FEDERAL LOAN 


Proposed to Ask for $20,000,000 
to $40,000,000 to Be Used 
in Restoring City. 


Dayton, Ohio, Apri] 1.—‘“Dayton is 
facing one of the gravest problems 
that any city of the world ever faces 
and we want the world to know we 
need money and food for our stricken 
people,” said John H. Patterson, pres!- 
dent of the relief committee, tonight 
after he returned, in company with 
chief engineer, from a 
tour of the sections of Dayton swept 
by the flood last week. 

In speaking of a tentative plan to 
ask the federal government for a loan 
of from $20,000,000 to $40,000,000 to 
be used in reconstruction work, Mr.

The banks and 
building associations have $60,000,000 
worth of assets which they will put up 
as collateral. It may be deemed ad- 
visable to ask the government to give 
us some financial assistance. We fee] 
that the disaster !s an emergency 
which would justify extraordinary ac- 
tion On the part of congress.” 

Since Sunday more than $750,000 tn 
cash has been received from banks in 
Cincinnati! to replace damaged money 
in local banks, which ~will remain 
closed until April 8. 

In response to a telegram from Gov- 
ernor Cox, Mr. Patterson will go to 
Columbus tomorrow to confer with 
Miss Mgxel Boardman, of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, and the governor. Mr. 
Talbott tonight estimated that the 
property loss in Montgomery county 
would reach at least $150,000,900. He 
declared that one manufacturing com- 
pany alone had lost half a million dol- 
lars. 

Although several carloads of provis- 
lons were received today, officials in 
charge of relief work stated that the 
food situation was a matter of grave 
concern. More refugees have applied 
for assistance. “We must have rationg 
for more than 100,000 people for an 
indefinite period,” Mr. Patterson de- 
clared. 

Four bodies were taken from the 
debris by workmen today, bringing 
the total number of bodies recovered 
up to 129, according to the coroner's 
estimate.

WOMEN AND THE CHARTER. 


The women of Atlanta are as yet unable 
to vote, but they can help bring council 
to terms and force it to grant the people 
the right to pass upon charter revision in 
a popular election. Organized club women 
showed what they could do when their 
work went far toward securing the indorse- 
ment a few years ago of the $3,000,000 mu- 
nicipal bond issue. Charter revision and 
the fundamental principle of the right to 
self-government are involved in the present 
crisis, and they are more important even 
than the issues concerned in the bond 
campaign. 

The wife, the mother, the sister has a 
primary interest in good and efficient gov- 
ernment. Good and efficient government is 
impossible under Atlanta’s present charter. 
The enforcement of the proper health safe- 
guards, for instance, is attended with con- 
stant difficulty and the preservation of 
health is the paramount interest of every 
wife and. mother in the community. Ade- 
quate educational facilities are in some re- 
spects denied and, as Superintendent Sla- 
ton has testified, the efficiency of the sys- 
tem as it, now exists is threatened unless 
it is treated with more liberality and less 
politics: The present charter encourages 
extravagant “economy” and lost motion in 
administration and gives promise of per- 
petuating a city ugly instead: of a city 
beautiful; and no element in the city Nas a 
more pressing interest in insuring beauty and 
continuity in construction than its women. 
Symmetrical growth along broad civic 
lines, building for tomorrow as well as for 
today, is now ignored. And no worthy 
mother wants to bequeath to her children 
other than a home-city as ideally conducted 
along civic lines as forethought and genius 
can devise. 

Once the women of Atlanta realize their 
stake in this matter we have no doubt of 
the result. If the men are negligent of 
upsetting the existing and outgrown order, 
or of asserting their immemorial rights of 
self-government, the women can galvanize 
them to the task. Within a few days every 
registered voter will receive a letter and a 
return postcard, and he is expected to ex- 
press upon the latter his determination to 
govern this city and mail it to the commit- 
tee of one hundred and twenty-five citizens. 

To the women of Atlanta: Watch out 
for the letter and the postcard. When it 
arrives remind your men folk that your 
interest in proper government is as great 
as theirs. See that they indorse the card 
and mail it immediately. If every woman 
in Atlanta will do her duty council will be 
overwhelmed by such a popular tidal wave 
that it will not dare to do otherwise than 
grant a fundamental electoral right.

SANE TARIFF AND TAX 
LAWS ARE ADVOCATED 
BY COL. ROBT. J. LOWRY 


Editor Constitution: The party now dom- 
inant in the administration of the public 
affairs of this nation is pledged to a re- 
vision of the tariff and the inauguration and 
promulgation of a system of internal taxa- 
tion, to be known as “the income tax.” The 
leaders of the party would of course be rec- 
reant to their public duty if they did not 
take up definitely for determination and ac- 
tion these two great features of the party’s 
national declarations, and settle at an early 
date these very important economic meas- 
ures, which the country now awalts. 

In this connection it can hardly be amiss 
to offer a suggestion or two, which of 
course at best are but suggestions. As 
stated, however, the country awaits the 
carrying out of the policy of the party with 
the sincere hope that it may be carried out 
without the economic disaavantages which 
might be entailed by hasty or ill-considered 
legislation. 

With special regard to the proposed tariff 
revision, there is no doubt but that many 
changes may be made, which will be wel- 
comed by the members of all parties as ad- 
visable and good. Many features of the 
present tariff law were injected as compro- 
mises, in order that a bill might be passed 
which would embody the salient features of 
the biil as originally framed, and contain as 
few objectionable features as _ possible. 
Hence the passage of the Payne-Aldrich bill 
was the best that could be done under the 
existing circumstances, but it is vulnerable 
at many points, and is not, to say the least, 
an ideal tariff measure. Still, notwithstand- 
ing this fact, advocates of tariff revision 
should handle the matter in hand with the 
utmost care and deliberation, and not hastily 
pass a bill which, simply to pass a bill for 
revenue only, might disastrously affect es- 
tablished interests, which now have the right 
to claim tariff protection. 

Would Hamper Industry. 

Take into consideration, for instance, the 
altered business conditions in the southern 
states, which, as everyone Knows, have un- 
dergone many radical industrial changes in 
the past decade or s0; as also the western 
states, many of which have undergone mate- 
rial commercial changes. Take the concrete 
case, for instance, of the state of Louisiana. 
The advent of the Mexican boll weevil into 
that state completely paralyzed the cotton- 
raising of that state, and it necessarily had 
to fall back on other crops, principally sugar 
cane. In view of that change, to now put 
sugar on the free list would seriously ham- 
the growth of that industry and virtu- 
reduce it below the mark where the 
of sugar cane would longer be 
The same thing would apply 
directly to the beet sugar industry in the 
western states. If the tariff reform advo- 
cates should put sugar on the free list, they 
would benefit the consumer but a trifle, com- 
paratively, and would on the other hand put 
thousands of people and hundreds of plants 
and plantations out of business. 

What individual cares for the few cents 
additional per pound that he pays for his 
sugar? We pay it, and we don’t know the 
difference; less do we care; but we should 
care, and give ourselves grave concern 
about the possible destruction of the sugar 
industry, if we clamor for, and get, a few 
cents per pound reduction on this com- 
modity by its being put on the free list. 

Take as a further object lesson the south 
as a whole. She has become a manufacturing 
section, and, as such, she Is now entitled to 
the same protection that New England as a 
manufacturing section has enjoyed for a 
century. Factories of all kinds are dotted 
all over our southern country, and new ones 
are being erected continually, and these 
industries should be protected. The south, 
which, as a consumer, has paid tribute to 
the New England section for a century, is 
now coming into its own as a producer and 
manufacturer, and she is certainly entitled 
to the same adequate protection which New 
England heretofore enjoyed. Just at 
the time when the south can make her in- 
dustries pay, the proposed tariff revision, 
unless judiciously handled, may subject 
much of her product to competition with 
cheap foreign labor, and be the direct means 
of allowing foreign manufacturers coming 
in here and underselling and putting out of 
business many of our established indus- 
tries, which are at this time our pride, and 
the result of years of endeavor. 

The Income Tax. 

Now, a word as to the proposed income 
tax. The constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for an income tax has been ratified, and 
the present congress will in all probability 
pass an income tax act. I think such an act 
is nothing but right and proper. The pro- 
tection by this government of the lives and 
property of its citizens certainly is worth 
much to them. If a man enjoys all the 
rights and privileges accorded to him as 
an American citizen, it is but right and 
proper that he should pay something to- 
wards the support of the government, which 
insures to him those rights and privileges, 
and towards the expense of carrying on all 
the different branches of the great and 
growing public’ service. We clamor for 
prompt and efficient government service: 
we get it; then we certainly should help 
to pay for it. The government must be 
supported by the people, for they are the 
ones which it serves. 

jut the point of the suggestion here 
made is that it should be supported by 
all of the people, and not by the selected 
few who happen to be the more fortunate 
in the matter of volume of income. It has 
been proposed that, in the-event of the pas- 
sage of an income tax act, an exemption 
from such tax of incomes of less than $5,000 
per annum be allowed. Why put a premium 
upon the citizen’s ambition by Hmiting the 
amount of income, which under the pro- 
visions of such a law would not be taxable? 
A man would say to himself, “Why should 
I strive to have an income of $5,000 or more 
per annum when I must begin to pay a di- 
rect tax to the government for enjoying that 
privilege? Why should I not be content to 
make $4,000, or $4,500 or even $4,900, and 
escape taxation?” It is evident that such an 
exemption would put an arbitrary limit 
upon his ambition and stunt the possible 
commercial. growth of the citizen. 

An Equal Tax. 
but just and right that everv 
man who enjoys American citizenship, and 
all the rights, privileges and protection that 
such citizenship means, would necessarily 
the more deeply appreciate those benefits if 
he paid something directly to the govern- 
ment out of his own pocket as a compensa- 
tion for its service and protection, and to 
help maintain and perpetuate those privi- 
leges and benefits. It seems but just and 
right that, if a man has an income of $1,000 
per year he should pay for the benefits he 
enjoys as a citizen, and, on a basis of 1 
per cent income tax it. would be no harder 
for him to pay $10-per annum to the gov- 
ernment than it would be for the man whose 
income is $10,000 to pay §100. They would, 
and should, be on a parallel basis, the gOV- 
ernment treating everyone alike. Besides,

MYSTERIES 


WHO STOLE 
CHARLEY ROSS? 


The most famous kidnaping mystery in 
America and which created more interest 
the world over than any other crime of its 
character ever committed was that of Char- 
ley Ross, the young son of a Germantown, 
Philadelphia, family. For many years the 
case baffled the greatest detectives and in 
spite of every effort that could possibly be 
made, together with a very large sum of 
money which was spent in attempts to re- 
cover the boy, the mystery is as deep today 
as it was thirty-nine years ago. 

Christian K. Ross lived on East Washing- 
ton Lane in Germantown, and Charley was 
the youngest of his five children. At the 
time of the kidnaping, on July 1, 1874, he 
was only four years of age, and with his 
brother Walter was playing on the sidewalk 
near their home. 

It was the older brother who gave what 
little information could be obtained regard- 
ing what had happened. Several days pre- 
vious to the kidnaping several men had 
spoken to the boys and had gained their 
good graces by giving them candy. 

On July 1, while they were engaged in 
boyish sport, these same men drove up with 
a wagon and invited the boys to take a ride 
to the nearest fireworks store. They cheer- 
fully consented and were driven to Kensing- 
ton, where Walter was taken from the 
wagon and given twenty-five cents and told 
to go into a nearby store to make the pur- 
chase. 

When Walter came out of the store the 
men, the wagon and Charley had disappear- 
ed. Walter became alarmed and began to 
ery. His grief attracted a crowd of men and 
he was taken home. For three days the 
Philadelphia police searched every part of 
the city; advertisements were Inserted in 
all of the papers. His father and mother, 
in the meantime, were almost insane at their 


loss. The first word they received from the 
kidnapers came on the Fourth of July, 
when the following ill-spelled letter was re- 


ceived at the Ross home: 


“Mr. Ross, be not uneasy you son Char- 
ley be all rite; we is got him an no powers 
on earth can deliver him out of our hand. 
You will have to pay us before you get 
him from us and pay us big, too. If you 
put the cops hunting for him you is only 
defeating yu own end. We is got him put 
s0 no living power can git him from us 
alive. If any aproch is made to his hiding 
place that is the signal for his instant 
anihilation.” 

This was followed by several other notes, 
one received on July 6, demandine $20,000. 
Mr. Ross was inclined to pay the money, 
but the police begged him not to do so, 
fearing an epidemic of kidnapings through- 
out the country. But when the detectives 
failed in their effort to find the boy, Mr. 
Ross consented to pay the sum. By means 
of newspaper personals, etc., different meet- 
ing places were arranged for, but each time 
the kidnapers, for some reason or other, 
were scared away. 

Not only all America, but Europe as well, 
was now concerned in the Ross kidnaping 
case, and the most brilliant minds in each 
city’s police force—lured by the big reward 
and the fame of the case—set to work to 
solve the mystery. From all over the coun- 
try reports came of missing boys being 
found, and more than two hundred journeys 
of various lengths were made by the father, 
all in vain. It is safd that he spent more 
than $60,000 in his fruitless search. For 
many years thereafter, almost up to the 
present time, Charley Rosses have appeared 
with what they claimed to be proofs of 
their identity. 

The nearest approach to solving the mys- 
tery was the confession of two burglars, 
Mosher and Douglas, to the kidnaping. 
both were fatally wounded in December of 
1874, while robbing the house of Judge Van 
Brunt, at Fort Hamilton, L L, the truth of 
their confession that they had committed 
the deed could be carried no further than 
their own statement. 

When Douglas was dying he gasped: 
“Mosher and I stole Charley Ross. Mosher 
knows all about the child. Ask him!’ But 
Mosher was already dead. With him died 
the secret, if he possessed it. Mr. Ross 
eontinued the useless search until his death, 
in 1897, utterly refusing to give up: hope. 
The mother died a few months ago, never 
once giving up the idea that she would 
again look upon the face of her boy. The 
parents’ chief fear was that their lost baby 
had grown up to be a criminal. 

One supposition is that the child—who 
was unusually sensitive and gentle—prob- 
ably died from the brutal treatment, neglect 
and homesickness, while the negotiations 
were going on, but of all mysteries of kid- 
naping the Charley Ross case was the most 
absorbing. 


MACON-ATLANTA HIGHWAY 
WORST IN TWO STATES 


---@. A. Hemphill 


According to W. A. Hemphill, who has 
spent the winter in Florida, and who reached 
the city yesterday after having made the 
trip from St. Petersburg in his automobile, 
the condition of the roads between Atlanta 
and Macon are, in Mr. Hemphill’s own words, 
“a disgrace to the state.” 

“IT have heard of bad roads,” declared 
Mr. Hemphill, “but I never dreamed that I 
would ever see such alleged to be 
public thoroughfares, as the ones that now 
connect the two principal cities of the inte- 
rior of the Empire State of the south. It 
took me over seven hours to make this 
100-mile trip—nearly twice as long as for 
any similar distance on the trip. 

“The roads from here to Macon are about 
as easy traveling as a plowed fleld would 
be, the surface being furrowed with ruts, 
and sinks a hundred feet in length marking 
the whole way between the two cities. 

“And the very worst part, if any part of 
roads as bad as these are can be so desig- 
nated, is to be found in the approach to 


roads, 


Atlanta, between this city and Jonesboro. 
For this distance the roads are simply atro- 
cious, and that’s all there is to it.” 

Mr. Hemphill declares that of all the 
counties traversed between Atlanta and 
Macon at only one point did he see any work 
being done on the roads, notwithstanding 
their horrible condition. Just out of For- 
syth he saw a smal! force at work grading 
a hill. 

In contrast to the between Atlanta 
and Macon, Mr. Hemphill says that the 
roads south of Macon in Georgia and those 
in Florida are all in splendid condition, and 
he traversed them without trouble at a good 
speed. He is especially enthusiastic con- 
cerning a stretch of sixty miles of road be- 
tween Inverness, Fla., and Ocala, this road 
being paved for the whole distance and as 
smooth as an asphalted street. 

Mr. Hemphill’s elapsed running time for 
the approximately 600 miles of the trip was 
36 hours. His route brought him through 
Tampa, Ocala, Gainesville, Valdosta, Tifton, 
Cordele and Macon.

Gossip Caught in Corridors of National Capito!

Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—Storage 
reservoirs along the headwaters of the 
streams in the southern Appalachians have 
long been urged by those interested in water- 
way improvement, and 
the floods in Ohio have 
given tremendous im- 
petus to this project. 

These reservoirs are 
urged as an aid to navi- 
gation, to agriculture, 
to waterpower develop- 
ment, to control floods 
and store up the flood 
waters to insure an 
equable flow of streanis 


nally, as a means of 
clarifying streams and 
lessening the damage 
from deposits of silt. 

In the face of the 
great destruction of life 
and property in the 
flood area, M. O. Leigh- 
ton, chief hydrographer of the geological 
survey, made the statement that the ereat- 
est loss to humanity was the loss of the 
water. 

Had it been possible to save this water 
by reservoirs, which, of course, was not pos- 
sible in the flat country where the floods 
occurred, it would have meant a saving to 
agriculture, navigation and 
projects and the varied industries depending 
upon each. 

Sites for Storage Reservoirs. 

Mr. Leighton has indicated in a report 
published by the geological survey, one hun- 
dred and seven sites where storage reservoirs 
might be located with profit. Most of these 
sites are south of the Ohio and in the south- 
ern Appalachian range of mountains. 

Taking the question of water powers 
alone, it was estimated that 20,000,000 horse- 
power was going to waste annually in the 
Appalachians because of failure to develop 
this power which represented a value of half 
a billion dollars. 

Senator Newlands,

merce, advocates the expenditure of $5900,-

ways. He urges the creation by congress of 
a board of river regulation and control to 
comsider a national plan’ of waterway im- 
provement.

Will Urge Favorable Action. 

Mr. Newlands expects to urge at the 
extra session favorable action on his resolu- 
tion which directs a commission to report 
on a scheme for the promotion of interstate 
commerce by these means: 

“The regulation of river flow, the miti- 
gation of destructive floods by the promo- 
tion of storage above and of bank and levee 
protection below; the establishment of termi- 
nal and transfer facilities; the co-ordination 
of mail and water carriers, and the co- 
operation of the nation with the states, each 
within its jurisdiction, in plans and works 
for the full, and, so far as practicable, com- 
pensatory development of rivers for every 
useful purpose and the establishment of an 
ample fund for continuous work for the next 
ten years.” 

A question has been raised as to whether 
the national government had the right to go 
into a state and construct storage reser- 
voirs On the headwaters of a stream which 
is not navigable. The advocates of the 
scheme point out that the government has 
exercised a similar right in acquiring forest 
lands on the watersheds of navigable streams 
for the purpose of conserving water flow. 

Senator Ransdell, of Louisiana, in dis- 
cussing the proposal for storage reservoirs, 
said he did not think it was feasible, and 
certainly no reservoirs could have been con- 
structed that would have prevented the Ohio 
flood. He thought it would not be prac- 
ticable to build reservoirs large enough to 
care for the vast overflow of storm waters, 
and he fedred that sometimes the reservoirs 
would be full just at the time when they 
were needed to take care of an additional

“Any plan for utilizing our inland water- 
ways should consider floods and their control 
by forests and other means; the protection 
lands from injury by overflows, 
and uplands from loss by soil wash; the 
physics of sediment charged waters and the 
physical or other ways of purifying them;

to facilitate navigation, but to control the

MADE BY MORGAN 


Friends Assert Will Contains 
Provisions for Charity and 
Public Purposes — Funeral 
Plans Not Yet Announced. 


New York, April 1.—BEstimates—.of 
the fortune left by J. P. Morgan 4S 
made in the financfal district today 
range from $75,000,000 to $300,000,000, 
this sum including his art collections. 
It is understood that the financier’s 
will is of comparatively recent date 
but no intimation has been made as 
to when it will be given to the pub- 
lic. Mr. Morgan’s personal counsel 
declines, to discuss the matter. 

Those who shared Mr. Morgan's 
close friendship predict that there will 
be large charitable and public be- 
quests, although it is conceded that 
the son, J. P. Morgan, will doubtless 
receive the bulk of the fortune. 

Mr. Morgan’s realty holdings were 
comparatively small, and by far the 
greater part of the estate, it is un- 
derstood, will be found to be made up 
of gilt-edged securities. Judging by 
his former quiet philanthropy, those 
who speculated today as to possible 
bequests thought that the Metropol-: 
tan Museum of Art, the Episcopal 
church and perhaps Yale and Harvard 
universities would come in for  De- 
quests. 

Members of the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan’s household were not yet ready 
tonight to make any announcement 
of plans for his funeral. If a decision 
had been reached in Rome as to ar- 
rangements for bringing the finan- 
cier’s body to this country no advices 
regarding them had been received here, 
it was stated. 

J. P. Morgan, Jr., did not go to his 
office today; and members of the Mor- 
gan firm who were at the banking 


house had no information to give out, 
said. Mr. Morgan, accompanied 
by Mrs. Morgan, visited the Morgan 
mansion, near his own home, tonight. 
He said then“that not even tentative 
plans for. the obsequies had been made 
and that it might be some time be- 
fcre the final arrangements were com- 
pleted. 

Messages of condolence to the family 
continued to pour in today from all 
parts of the world. 

Body of Morgan In Coffin. 

Rome, April 1—The body of the late 
J. Pierpont Morgan, after it had been 
embalmed and dressed, was today en- 
closed in a walnut coffin lined with 
white brocade. This was then placed 
in a leaden casket and finally tin a 
third case of heavy walnut with gold 
and silver fittings. 

The United States ambassador has 
offered to hold a funeral service at 
the embassy in pursuance of instruc- 
tions received from Secretary of State 
Bryan. 

No definite arrangements have 
been made,for the transportation of 
the body to America but it its un- 
derstood that accommodation has been 
offered on board the Keonig Albert, 
leaving Naples on April 4.

New York, April 1.—The services of 
the late J. P. Morgan to the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art ere lauded and 
his notable benefaction to the museum 
acknowledged in resolutions of regret 
over his death adopted today by the 
trustees. He is referred to as at all 
times one of the museum's “most ac- 


many years hardly a meeting of the 
trusiees taking place at which “some 
rich and valued gift from him te the 
mus@um”’” was not announced. 

“His accession to the presidency (in 
te marked the beginning of a new 
era in its growth and prosperity,” the 
resolutions say. “Gifts and legacies 
have been strengthened by his pres- 
ence and his constant Ilberality,” while 
-his efforts tn behalf of the museum 
“have placed it in a position where 
its future among the great art instl- 
tutions of the world is assured.” 

In line with a recently-announced 
intention, the oorporate stock budget 
committee of the city board of esti- 
mate today unanimously decided to set 
aside $750,000 for the proposed south 
double wing of the museum intended to 
house the » eaten Morgan collection of 
atr oLjects, valued at 60,000,000. 
Quantities of art treasures which Mr. 
Morgan caused to be sent here from 
Europe not long ago have been stored 
away in the basement of the building 
awaiting a suitable place for their dis- 
play. 

Morgan Rarely Deceived. 


Berlin, April 1—Dr. Wikhelm Bode, 
general director of the Royal Museum 
of Prussia, in an article published here 
today, says that the late J Pierpont 
Morgan expected his death and urged 
him, Dr. Bode, in 1912, to pay a visit 
to New York in 1914 for the opening 
of the new wing of the Metropolitan 
Museum, stating that he himself would 
not live to be present 

“Mr. Morgan,” says Dr. Bode “was a 
great collector of a highly original 
type, but he was not an expert He 
realized this, altogether 
willing to admit it In spite of this 
fact he was rarely deceived as 
chose his agents and advisers well 

“He habitually deferred payment for 
several months in case fraud should be 
developed in this transactions Dealers 
had such wholesome fear of losing a 
g00d customer that they did not dare 
to try to pass off fraudulent or inferior 
articles on him, although this might 
have been easy 

“Mr Morgan was responsible for 
three-fold or four-fold increase in 
prices of art objects, but also at the 
same time for the awakening of en- 
thusiasm in America for art collecting.” 

Dr. Bode ranks the collection of Mr. 
Morgan with those of the greatest mu- 
seums of Europe.

Walker D. Hines asserted 
the five companies he represented— 
the Adams, American, United States, 
Southern and Wells-Fargo—applica- 
tion of the proposed rates to present 
business would reduce revenues about 
$26,000,000 a year, or 5.85 cents on 
every dollar’s worth of business done. 
Such a reduction in revenues, he said, 
would be absolutely destructive. He 
maintained, also, that the formulated 
rates would disturb seriously business 
conditions in large centers, such as 
New York and Chicago, by forcing a 
readjustment of competitive. business 
conditions.
